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Sparks Fly At Meeting

The charge to a citizens advisory 
committee has sharply divided the 
City Council. 
Council members Monday night 
agreed on a 3-2 vote to tell the citizens 
group, as yet unappointed, to study 
the immediate needs of city hall space 
and the entire problem of municipal 
facilities. 
Louise Sherrill and Bob Collins 
argued that the committee should be 
restricted to considering expansion on 
the present site only. 
The core of the study group will 
consist of members from the 1975 
Capital Im provements Program 
Citizens Advisory Committee who 
concentrated on municipal facilities. 
Each council member will also be 
allowed to appoint four additional 
residents to the advisory group. 
Mayor Norman Whitsitt urged the 
appointment of a large advisory group 
to help sell 
the resulting 
bond 
program. He said the council must let 
the appointed citizens make the

recommendations and pointed out 
that the group might even tell the 
council to make do in the interim and 
wait for the next five-year program 
before solving space problems. 
Dissension among the council 
members arose when Robert Ellis 
announced that he had recomputed 
some figures since the last council 
discussion on municipal building 
expansion and found that it would be 
cheaper to move to the west side. 
He charged that figures given out at 
the work session (revealed to the 
public in only vague terms) were 
inaccurate and misleading. 
Land 
costs in west Plano were quoted at 
$109,000 an acre, he said, but he added 
that the city has since been offered 


Hospital Report 
Given To County 


A financial 
report on Collin 
Memorial Hospital was delivered to 
the County Commissioners Court 
yesterday morning in the court’s 
regular meeting in McKinney. 
Figures showed that operating 
expenses for the hospital were up 17.7

of $265,644 for 1976. 
Also at yesterday’s meeting, the 
commissioners called an election for 
County School Trustees for Precincts 
3 and 4 and the at-large position on the 
board. The election will be held in 
conjunction with Plano and area 
School Board and City Council elec­ 
tions on Apr. 2. 
Collin County National Bank in 
McKinney was named the county 
depository for the next two years. 
CCNB and Central National Bank of 
McKinney submitted bids for the 
contract, which was awarded to 
CCNB because it offered higher in­ 
interest rates on deposits and lower 
interest rates on loans. 
A five-year license granting road 
right-of-way from the Dept, of Army, 
Corps of Engineers was approved 
along with a bond for Lucille Sisco, 
public weigher for Precinct 2. 
The plat for Beaver Creek Estates 
in Precinct 2 was okayed as was a plat 
converting Rolling Hill Meadow 
Addition to acreage. 
Permission was granted to ad­ 
vertise for bids for weed control on 
conservation dam sites; last week’s 
financial transactions for the county 
were approved; and, minutes from 
the Feb. 7 meeting were accepted to 
round out the session. 
Commissioners will meet again 
next Monday at 9 a.m. in the Collin 
County Courthouse. 


land at a much lower price. 
He also said that land necessary for 
expansion on the present site would 
sell for $410,344 an acre. The price 
would not include dam ages to 
businesses, however. 
Noting that she and several other 
people were of the opinion that a 
consensus had been reached to leave 
the city hall at its present site, Sherrill 
said it disturbs her that the question of 
whether to move keeps coming up 
She believes that the entire central 
business district is identified with the 
area. 
Other towns envy Plano’s 
established downtown, she continued. 
“I am not against calling the 
committee back to study the ex­ 
pansion of the municipal building,” 
she concluded. “I am opposed to 
moving to another site. Other towns 
have had to go back into the inner city 
and pull it together again. I don’t want 
to destroy what Plano has.” 
Collins said he wanted to keep the 
investigation to the emergency needs 
of administrative building space. He 
objected to broadening the scope to 
other municipal needs until the next 
bond program. Planning for that 
program should get underway in 
about 18 months. 
The future of the George Home also 
drew considerable discussion. The 
Plano Heritage Assn. informed the 
city Monday that it could not afford to 
move and restore the home which was 
built in 1899 
Jim Edwards told the council that 
another group interested in the 
preservation of the home may be 
forming, however. 
He asked for 
enough time to encourage interest in 
the project. 
Edwards who is currently restoring 
the old Carpenter Home said he and 
Robert Pittman who restored another 
old home are trying to find a way to 
save the house. Alan Stembridge who 
has also restored an old home asked 
for a delay as well. 
The council then called for bid 
specifications to be drawn up on the 
house which would include the 
proposed use as well as payment. 
They gave Edwards and Stembridge 
60 days to come up with a proposal 
and promised that the proposed use 
will be given top consideration. 
In a related action, Sherrill 
suggested that the council should 
consider selling Heritage Park; since, 
she said, the PHA “has not shown 
sufficient interest in the property.” 
Other council members dissuaded her 
from requesting a place on the next 
m eeting’s

Assessments will be levied on a front 
foot basis. 
Richard Rogers, a spokesman for 
Leon Hodges who owns three tracts 
adjacent to the improvements, had 
argued that Hodges would receive no 
benefit 
from storm 
sewer im ­ 
provements which make up a large 
portion of the costs to be levied 
against him. 
Rogers also said that since Hodges 
would be paying more than 25 percent 
of the cost of the total project, he 
should be allowed a longer payout 
period The council is expected to 
approve an ordinance at the Feb. 28 
meeting which will close the public 
hearing and set the assessments.

Talmadge Tinsley was denied a 
zoning change to SF-3 residential on a 
52.2 acre tract on the north side of FM 
544 between Coit and Preston Rds. All 
council members except Sherrill 
opposed the case on the grounds that 
the area should be developed as SF-2 
residential as originally planned. The 
land study for the total addition of 96 
acres was approved. The subdivision 
will be called Preston Plano Estates. 
Two other zoning cases gained easy 
approval in public hearings. John 
Wells was granted 213.8 acres of 
Planned Development-Single Family 
with homes of 1700 square feet and lots 
equivalent to SF-3 homes. Wells had 
asked for SF-3 zoning on the property 
located on the southeast corner of 
Anna Lane and Coit Rd. 
The Roman Catholic Diocese of 
Dallas also won approval of SF-2

State House Approves 
New District Courts 


A new district court—the 219th»-will 
be established in Collin County on 
Apr. I if Gov. Dolph Briscoe approves 
the Omnibus Courts Bill as expected. 
The bill was passed by the House of 
Representatives yesterday with no 
amendments. 
Since the governor 
submitted the bill himself as an 
emergency measure, he is expected to 
give it swift approval. 
Twenty-three new district courts 
will be formed across the state with 
the passage of the bill. The same 
measure was presented two years ago 
but died in a last minute logjam of 
bills. 
Bob Hendricks, representative from 


the Plano area, said that he was very 
pleased with the cooperation between 
the governor and the legislature in 
working together on the Omnibus 
Courts Bill. 
He also said that the new district 
court is very much needed in Collin 
County. 
“The dockets now in the 199th 
District Court are very crowded,” 
Rep. Hendricks explained. “Judge 
Tom Ryan works very hard—his is 
probably the hardest working court in 


the State of Texas. 
“The new court will allow a much 
speedier administration of justice, 
both criminal and civil,” he added. 
Collin County currently shares the 
59th District Court with Grayson 
County. When the 219th begins 
operation on Apr. I, the 59th will serve 
Grayson exclusively. 
Gov. Briscoe will appoint judges for 
the new courts until election time in 
1978 when the voters will choose the 
judges.

Hearings Begin 
AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) — Public hearings on a series of proposals to revise the 
state system of funding public schools probably will last about two weeks, the 
chairman of the House Committee on Public Education said. 
Rep. Tom Massey, D-San Angelo, said the school finance legislation should be 
ready for House consideration by April I. 
“I expect to have two bills, one a comprehensive school bill absent salaries and 
one a teacher salary bill,” he said. 
Proposal Okayed 
The Senate State Affairs Committee Monday unanimously approved a proposal 
preventing the governor from keeping appointees in office after their terms 
expire. 
The proposal by Sen. Peyton McKnight, D-Tyler, would amend the state con­ 
stitution to declare any state office vacant if a new appointment is not announced 
by the governor within 60 days after the end of the term of the previous of­ 
ficeholder. 
Furloughs Approved 


Legislation giving prison officials authority to allow convicts temporary 
furloughs to obtain medical treatment, attend funerals or visit critically ill 
relatives was unanimously approved Monday by the Senate. 
The bill, which now goes to the House for consideration, would limit convicts to 
no more than two furloughs per year. Gov. Dolph Briscoe vetoed similar 
legislation two years ago, but Sen. Ray Farabee, D-Wichita Falls, said the bill 
i 
was rewritten to satisfy the governor’s objections. 
Rewards Proposed 


Persons providing information leading to the arrest and conviction of drug 
pushers should receive rewards of up to $5,000, a Houston senator contends. 
Sen Walter Mengden, R-Houston, said his legislation will go a long way toward 
providing the financial incentives for every citizen to help in the fight against 
drugs. 
“ If we are to survive as a nation, we must take strong positive actions to 
completely eliminate drugs from society,” Mengden said. 
Legislation Opposed 


Insurance industry representatives Monday opposed legislation requiring 
motorists to purchase insurance before being permitted to obtain car tags or 
driver licenses. 
“Compulsory auto insurance has been tried and has proven itself to be a 
failure,” said Sam Winters, spokesman for the Association of Fire and Casualty 
Companies. 


A condemnation hearing is set for Feb. 28 to acquire the last 
piece of property needed for right-of-way to construct the 
Parker Rd. Overpass. All land has been purchased, but 
Commissioners James Sides, Rob Harrington and M.G. 
Davis must rule on the position of the leaseholder, Mc­

Polly’s Pointers 


Don’t use bleach 
on old lampshades 


Polly’s Problem 
DEAR POLLY — I have cleaned my fabric 
lampshades several times with cleaning fluid and a soft 
brush but now my off-white shades are yellow. What can 
I use to remove this yellow color as otherwise the 
shades are perfectly good and useable? I have three 
such shades and new ones would cost at least $10 each so 
would dipping them in water and detergent and then rin­ 
sing remove the yellow color. I am afraid to use bleach 
without some instructions so what is your opinion? — 
MRS. E N O. 
DEAR MRS. E.N.O. — I would not use bleach under 
any condition as the heat from light bulbs has doubtless 
weakened the fibers in the shade fabric and they might 
just fall apart. Do not try even washing shades if they 
have any glued parts. Washing would get them clean but 
I am afraid the yellowed look is there to stay. Does 
anyone else have anything to offer concerning such 
shades? If so do let us hear from you. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — Most of the Pointers are concerned with 
things to do but mine is for something not to do. I had taken 
some medicine that was in one of those bottles with a “child 
proof” lid that a child supposedly cannot open. When the bottle 
was empty my four-year-old son wanted to play with the emp­ 
ty bottle so I gave it to him and found he could open the ‘ ‘child 
proof” lid. I asked him how he knew how to open the bottle and 
he said he had watched me do it. My point is that one should 
not let a child even watch you open such a bottle as lives might 
be saved by taking this precaution. I wish someone had warn­ 
ed me. — MRS. R.L.C. 
DEAR POLLY — I have just rediscovered something I knew 
and did 50 years ago. I wanted to use some old lace and em­ 
broidery on doll clothes I was making. But regardless of how I 
washed and tried to iron it it looked old or used. A piece of the 
lace was spread out on my dryer and, while looking at the 
design, I pressed it out with my fingers and it stuck to the top 
of the dryer. Then I remembered that one can take clean wet 
lace, embroidery or handkerchiefs and lay them, right side up, 
on top of the washer or the dryer, press all the wrinkles out 
with hands and leave them to dry. They come off easily and 
look like new. I was so excited at remembering this that I did 
all sorts of things and a neighbor who came in when I was 
removing and folding them asked what kind of starch I had us­ 
ed. They were beautiful with no starch, no nothing, just clean, 
wet and pressed and dried on the dryer or a similar surface. —
